And would have had Cherries and Apples, if they had been planted. 

This is no extraordinary success—-where reasonable care is taken with the 
trees. 


By far the greater part of the Flowering Shrubs, Vines, Plants. etc., will 
bloom the same season they are set out—and more freely each succeeding 
year.
